DRAFT OF ORDINANCE. 


Wuereas the Immigration of Indian laborers 
has now reached a stage at which it appears expe- 
dient provisionally to modify, in some respects, 
the amount of the premium granted for the pas- 
sage of the said laburers from India to this colony, 
and thereby to prevent the excess of such Immi- 
gration and the prejudicial consequences that 
would ensue therefrom, until, in concurrence with 
the Government of India, measures shal} have 
been adopted for establishing a constant and 
regular system of Immigration, commensurate with 
the future wants of the colony and the interests of 
the Iinmigrants, 


His Excellency the Governor in Council has ordered 
and does hereby order : 


Art. 1.—The premium of Seven Pounds Ster- 
ling allowed by Ordinance No. 3, of the present 
vear for the passage of each Indian laborer legally 
conveyed to this colony is and shall be reduced 
to Four Pounds Sterling for each Indian laborer, 
(women excepted) who after the 3lut December

tofore and now exhibited on the Old Light Honse 
within the Walls of Fort St. George, will be dis- 
continued. The New Light (to be exhibited) will 
be elevated 128 feet above the mean level of the 
Sea,—and may be seen from the Deck of a Ship 
at the distance of 20 miles. ‘The Light is of the 
« Flashing Description,” and the duration of the 
Flashes to that of the Eclipses or Dark periods is 
in the ratio of 2 to 3,—but as the nature of the 
Motion is Reciprocating instead of Rotatory, the 
above ratio merely expresses the average propor- 
tiou of the Light and Dark intervals which are 
themselves variable according to the position of 
the Spectator. ‘lhe rapidity of movement is so 
adjusted, that the duration of the Flashes will 
vary from 0” to 48", and that of the Eclipses from 
0” to 72," the sums of the duration of Light and 
Darkneas bearing however, in every position, the 
constant ratio of 2 to 3. From the South Eastern 
extremity of the Pulicat Shoal the New Light 
House bears S. 23° W., and is distant 13 miles; 
but no Ship or Vessel when hauling io from the 
Northward for the Madras Roadstead should bring 
the Light to bear tu the Southward of S, 26° W., 
or S. S. W. 4 W.,—wnless her position is well as- 
certained.

Read 2 second time the Draft of a proposed Act, 
dated the 50th September 1342, aud published in 
the Caleutta Gazette, of the Ist October 1842, for 
the better administration of Justice within the 
Town of Calcutta in small causes not included 
within the juriadiction of the Court of Hequests. 


Resolution.—The Right Honorable the Governor 
General in Council resolves that the following 
Amended Draft on the subject be published for 
general information : 

Acr No, or 1843. 

An Act to facilitate the administratiog of Justice by 
the establishment of a new Court for the hearing 
and determining of causes of small amount, 

I. Whereas it is desirable that a Court, should 
be established in Calcutta for the hearing a and. deter- 
mination of causes of small amount, and. also. to 
provide in certain cases for a re-hearing ef, the 
same by way of appeal: 

It is hereby enacted; that the Jodges. ‘of 
the Supreme Caurt of Julicature at: Bee 
outta shall be exei Mf-io Commissioners of ‘the 
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time to time anprint, shall fram and after the 
Notification hereinafier mentioned of the consti- 
tution of the Court be a Court of Record, to he 
called “ The Court for the trial of amall Canses at 
Fort William in Bengal;” and that Charles Waire 
Brietzcke, * Eaqre., and Bahoo Russomoy Datt, 
the present Commissioners of the Court of Re- 
quests, now established in Calcutta, shall be two 
of the first Commissioners of the Court hereby 
constituted. | 

II. And it is herehy enacted, that each ex- 
Officio and each other Commissioner of the Court 
hereby constitated shall fo open Court and before 
entering upon the duties of his Office as a Com- 
missioner of the eaid Court be sworn diligently and 
honestly to administer Justice as a Commissioner 
of the said Court according to the best of his 
knowledge and ability. Provided always that in 
the event of any Commissioner objecting to take 
an Oath from religious scruples it shall be lawful 
for such Commissioner to make a solemn affirmna- 
tion to the same effect in lieu of the Oath required 
to be administered and taken in manner above 
mentioned, and the said Commissioners are hereby 
empowered to administer such Oath or Affirmation 
to each other. 

IJ]. Aud it is hereby enacted, that the Commis- 
sioners of the said Court, or any of them may, and 
they hereby are respectively authorized severally, 
as well as jointly, to perform all such duties other 
than the appellatory duties heremafter mentioned 
as the Commissioners of the said Court are hereby 
required to perform, and severally as well as jointly 
¢o exercise all such powers and privileges except 
gs aforessid as the Commissioners of the eaid 
Court are entitled to under the provisions of 
thia Act. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that Sittings for 
the purpose of trying such causes, aud adjudicating

That, had it been annanneed merely that the expediency 
of contracting-with the Peninanlar and Oriental Gowpany for 
the transtoiesion of the Mails between Bombay and Suez, 
with a view totheir acocleration and without interfering 
with the direet commanication by means of Steam Vessels 
between Calcutta and Snez was under the consideration of 

Her Majesty's Government and the Birectors at the Flun’ble 
Eat Jodta Company, your Memorialista would have 
thought it unnecessary to addresa yout Hon'ble Cenrt on

That the Hindostan and Bentinck are the only vessels 
which the Peninsular and Oriental Company have as yet 
put upon this live. 


That these two veasels would be incapable under ary cir- 
cumstances of fulfilling the present engagement of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company respecting this line, and 
that three vesrela inthe Indian Seas are the least number by 
which under ordinary circumstances that direct Cammuni- 
cation by means of Steam vessels, at all times of the year, 
between Calcutta and Great Britain, can be accomplished, 
to the speedy completion of which your Memmorislista have 
devoted al] their exertions. 


That the public importance of a direct commnnication by 
means of steam vessels between Calcutta and Great Britain, 
as woll as between Great Britain and Bombay, has been 
repeatedly acknowledged by your Hon'ble Court, by Par- 
liamentary ‘Committees, and by the Lords of the Treasury, 
when the genere! subject of establishing Steam Communi- 
cation between England aud India by way uf the Red Sea 
has been under consideration, 


That a Select Committee of the House of Commons on 
the 1dth day of July 1837 reported to that Hon'ble 
Tiouse, that ‘‘inasmucli as, in the opinion of the witness- 
es who have appeared before your Committee, a direct 
communication by Steam, from the Red Soa to Ceylon, 
Madras and Bengal, would be practicable at all seasons of 
the year, by the employment of vessels of ndequate tonnage 
and power, and as under judicious arrangements, such 
extended establishment would appear to offer a prospect of 
an adequate retura for the inereased outlay by the convey- 
auce of passengers, and of some valuable articles of mer-

That ic March 1841, the Right Hon'ble the Lords of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury recorded their judgment to the effect 
that the object of establishing Steam Communication be- 
tween Engiand and India by way of the Red Sea was so 
important as to be worthy of a public grant, but that no 
plan would be deserving of adoption, which did not include 
direct communication to the three Presidencies of India, 
and the Right Hon'ble the President of the Board of Cum- 
missioners for the Affairs of India did thereupon declare his 
concurrence, aud also that any other course woud fail to 
fulfil the just expectations of the people of both England 
and of India. : 


That your Honorable Court have testified your concur- 
rence in these opinions having liberally granted to the 
Perinsular and Oriental Company, on their commencing 
to open this direct route, and. wien they had plreed but 
one vessel on the line, a yesrly sum of £20,000 for five 
years, . 


That while your Memorialists must view with satisfac- 
tion any prospect of acceleration, the communication be- 
tween England and Bombay, they confidently trust that 
your Hon'ble Court will not adopt any measures tending 
to interrupt, or in any manner interfere wiih, the direct 
line of communication between Calcutta, Madras, Ceylon 
and Suaz—a line that being easily practicable at all seasons 
(which the Bombay Une is not) is pre-eminently caleulated 
(to benefit the most extonsive and valuable Provinces of 
Uidia—those adjoining the Bay of Bengal and the Rivers 
Ganges and Burhampooter, and now extending from Cal- 
cutta throngh Asvam to the confines of China,

I. It is hereby enacted, that in the Territories 
subject to the Government: of the Hast India 
Company, all Lotteries not authorized by Govern- 
ment, shall from and after the 3ist day of March

aud public nuisances and against Law. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid, no person shall, in the said 
Territories, publicly or privately, keep any office or 
place for the purpose of drawing any Lottery not 
authorized by Government, or shall have any such 
Lottery drawn, or shall knowingly suffer any such 
Lottery to be drawn in his or her house ; and any 
person so offending shall for every such offence, 
upon conviction before a Justice of the Peace, or 
Magistrate, be punished by fiue not exceeding 
5000 Rupees. 

IJ. And itis hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid no person shall under aty 
pretence, device or description whatsoever agree to 
pay any sum, or to deliver any goods, or to do or 
forbear doing any thing for the benefit of any 
person, whethor with or without consideration, on 
any event or contingency relative or applicable to 
the drawing of any ticket, lot, number, or figure in 
any such Lottery, or shall publish any proposal for 
any of the purposes aforesaid, and any person 
offending in any of the matters mentioned in this 
Section shall far every such offence upon convic- 
tion before a Justice of the Peace or Magistrate, be 
punished by fine not exceeding 1000 Rupees.
